“The absurdity of the grain trade's 
method. of computing the average price 
may be readily demonstrated. by tak- 
ing a very simple illustration. Let us 
say a farmer sells 1,200 bushels of 
wheat over a period of three months . 
Thé first month he sells 900 bushels 
at $1 per bushel, the second month 
200 bushels for $i:10 and the third 
month 1QQ bushels for $1.20 per bushel 
lf we use the grain trade’g method of 
obtaining an average we would simply 
add the $1 to the $1.10 and the $1.20 
and divide the sui, whi¢h is $3.30 by 
three and obtain ‘an average, which is 
absolutely analogous to the grain 
trade’s average, $1.10 per bushel, 
although the actual price received by 
the farmer would only $1.03 per 
bushel. 

“The pool price for No 2 Northern 
on the same basis, was slightly over 
$1.18, or over 4!2 cents higher than 
the non-pool price. The average price 
paid for non-pool street No. 3 North- 
ern on the sanie basis was $1.07 4-5 
The pool price for No 3 North- 
ern was $1.11-2-5 cents higher than 
the price paid for ‘non-pool street 
wheat in Alberta 

“A still wider margin in 
favor can be 
spreads and the

“The difference between the western 
grain dealers’ spreads and the pool
